The arrests ' followed an Investigation

On their return they
found tnat furniture in the house had
been disturbed and they immediately
started a search of the place. .After
some time they found a small compart
ment in the attic of the house accessible j

through a trap door in the ceiling and i

they sooon learned that some one was
concealed there. It was only after
threatening to shoot through the celling
that Neville appeared and he was
placed under arrest and presented before
Justice of the Peace Dimock", who held
him under bonds of $3,000. The officers
found a revolver, butcher knife and other
instruments , upon searching, the. hiding
place.

The Green woman disappeared after
being discharged from the police court
and she has not been located as yet.

The house,- which is the old Weaver
home at Station 23, north of Oswegat-chi- e

The frequenters of the. house, which4
has been open during the past eight or
ten months, were foreigners, and there
has been complaints by some that they
were robbed while being entertained.
Neighbors claim to have seen young men
enter the home and a few hours later
leave there showing the results of using
liquor. No liquor was found, however,
on the premises by the officers making
the raid. - ;

On Friday several young women, said
to be from New York, came to the house,
but they were evidently tipped off, for
they were not found there at the time of
the raid. At one time between eight and
10 young women were seen leaving or
entering the house, and many times six
or seven were frequenters. .

WTien Neville was- found in the . attic
cubboard, he was armed to the teeth, but
he showed no signs of fight, " however,
when arrested.

OUT OF PARTISAN TOLITICS
Actuated by the principle of refrain-

ing from political activities and guided
the belief that "just at this time la-

bor organizations are guided by narrow-motive-

of class selfishness and led by
radical leaders seeking political changes
detrimental to the principles of our gov-

ernment and true Americanism, the
Washington office of the National Grange
has issued a statement it will not par-

ticipate in partisan politics. The state-
ment says in part :

"The grange, whether in its subordi-
nate bodies, its country, or its state, or

national organization, does not par-
ticipate in partisan politics. The organic
law of the grange prohibits a grange
from taking part in political nominations

during its sessions discussing politi-
cal candidates. The organic law governs

national grange, as well as the small-
est subordinate grange. It applies to the
grange in any and every organized form
and, to every grange officer acting in

grange capacity.
"A newer generation not familiar with

the history of the 'groundswell' of the
seventies, or the farmers' alliance of the
eighties, is now active in public affairs.
This wave of farmer activity in politics
which is now at its crest, is neither nov-

el, o? different. The grange has lived
through .two such experiences, witnessed
the rise and wane of these efforts, meas-
ured their results and has seen its own
organization and membership weakened

It is sound judgment based on the
wisdom of the past, that keeps the
grange out of politics."

Tuesday afternoon. No warrant had,
however, been issued for Duchette's ar-
rest.
